RCMP seize goods, 
make arrests 

Several people facing charges

Several Mountain View County-area residents are 
facing charges after RCMP from several detach¬ 
ments recently teamed up to take illegal drugs out 
of circulation. 

Travis John Peddie, 30, is facing 15 total charges 
including trafficking, possession of a controlled 
substance for the purpose of trafficking, possess¬ 
ing a firearm while prohibited and possessing 
ammunition while prohibited. The firearm's serial 
number had been tampered with. 

Gordon Nelson Dafoe, 26, is facing five charges 
including trafficking, possession of a controlled 
substance for the purpose of trafficking and fail¬ 
ure to comply with conditions. 

Joan Michelle Duval, 30, is facing eight charges, 
including trafficking of a controlled substance, 
possession of a controlled substance for the pur¬ 
pose of trafficking and possession of a firearm 
while unauthorized. The firearm’s serial number 
had been tampered with. 

Andrew Shelly Johnson, 47, is facing 15 charges, 
including trafficking, possession for the purpose 
of trafficking, possessing a weapon while pro¬ 
hibited, possession of the proceeds of crime and 
failure to comply with conditions. 

Samantha Ashley Fiege, 22, is facing three charg¬ 
es, including possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance and possession for the purpose of traffick¬ 
ing. Chase Bradley Gerber, 18, and Tyler Wayne 
Thomas, 20, are each facing one charge of traffick¬ 


ing of a controlled substance and one charge of 
possession of the proceeds of crime. 

Jessie Robert Nyuli, 18, is facing five counts of 
possession of a controlled substance for the pur¬ 
pose of trafficking. 

Peddie, Dafoe, Duval, Johnson, Fiege and Nyuli 
were all arrested. 

Thomas Arthur Horner, 59, is facing five counts 
of possession of a controlled substance for the 
purpose of trafficking. 

One boy, who under the provisions of the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act cannot be named, has also 
been charged with one count of trafficking of a 
controlled substance. Warrants for the arrest of 
Homer and the boy are still outstanding. 

Regular duty members from the Didsbury, Olds 
and Sundre detachments, who are part of a joint 
crime suppression team, conducted the investiga¬ 
tion that led to the charges. The team was formed 
at the beginning of April to increase communi¬ 
cation between detachments, share information 
about suspects, pool resources and focus on pro¬ 
lific offenders, said Sgt. Kimberley Pasloske, com¬ 
mander of the Didsbury detachment. 

As a result of the investigation, two search war¬ 
rants were conducted in Didsbury and one in Olds, 
resulting in the seizure of ammunition, a shotgun, 
a blunt force weapon, an undisclosed amount of 
cash, 24 grams of cocaine, 16 grams of heroin, 86 
fentanyl tablets, 10 grams of marijuana, two grams 
of ketamine and eight grams of methamphetimine. 
Police say the drugs have a street value of more 
than $23,000. 


The 10-day project started in the middle of April. 

Pasloske said tips from the public, observations 
of officers and past histories of the suspects all 
contributed to the investigation being undertaken. 
She said the arrests are significant due to the fact 
that all the people involved reside in the Mountain 
View County area. 

“I'm hoping that (the charges) have a significant 
impact (on illegal activity). I’m hoping that the 
drugs being taken off the street will have a direct 
impact. I’m hoping that the secondary impact is 
that the criminals in our communities know that 
we’re out there and that we’ll be charging them 
accordingly,” she said. 

Pasloske said RCMP are not characterizing the 
suspects as an organized group, simply as several 
individuals in local communities who are alleged 
to have been engaged in distributing illegal drugs. 

“If it had been, we would have laid a criminal 
organization charge," she said. 

Pasloske said the weapons charges show that 
the potential for violence was present with the 
suspects that were charged. 

“We took a firearm out of a residence where 
the person was prohibited from (possessing) a 
firearm. There’s a reason for him being prohibited. 
It had the serial number scraped off of it. This is 
not your farm firearm, this is a criminal firearm,” 
she said. 

“We’ve had some good success since we started 
this team. It’s clearly working. They are general 
duty members. They're doing this over and above 
their regular duties,” she said.

Candidates for the Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills seat in 
the provincial election tar¬ 
geted the past governance of 
the Progressive Conservatives 
at an all-candidates forum on 
April 29. Blit Wade Bearchell, 
the PC hopeful, firmly stood 
behind Jim Prentice and his 
ideas for changing the way 
his party will govern into the 
future. 

The four candidates for the 
local seat sometimes set dif¬ 
fering priorities for how their 
respective parties would gov¬ 
ern the province over the next 
four years, but each shared 
one common theme - they 
want the next government to 
work for every Albertan. 

“We will work to fix rural 
health care," said Nathan 
Cooper, the Wildrose candi¬ 
date. 

“We value funding educa¬ 
tion ... to educate the future 
leaders of tomorrow,” said 
Jim Adamchick, the Alberta 
Party candidate. 

Glenn Norman, the NDP 
candidate, said he will fight 
for what people in Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills deem 
important. 

“1 am that voice of our 
community that will not be 
silenced," he said. 

Bearchell said since he has 
not been a part of the govern¬ 
ing PCs of the past, he will

bring a renewed commitment 
to constituents. 

“I’m committed to fully rep¬ 
resenting constituents. I will 
give you everything I have to 
represent you in Edmonton,” 
he said. 

After each candidate was 
given two minutes to outline 
their qualifications for the job 
- and their parties’ respective 
platforms - the audience of 
about 140 asked a series of 
questions of the candidates. 
One of the questions con¬ 
cerned how each party would 
shrink government. 

Adamchick said the Alberta 
Party wants to reduce the 
number of MLAs in the leg¬ 
islature to a more workable 
number, similar to other prov¬ 
inces. 

“Eighty-three seats in our 
province is too many," he said. 

Cooper said the Wildrose 
will reduce spending wherev¬ 
er it can, including the public 
affairs bureau which handles 


media requests. Wildrose 
would also trim the number of 
managers in various govern¬ 
ment departments, including 
health care. Cooper estimated 
the savings could total $297 
millon. 

Norman said he agrees that 
there is some waste in gov¬ 
ernment, but said the cuts 
need to be made after careful 
thought. He said MLA perks 
can be cut out. 

Cooper said a Wildrose 
government would demand 
receipts for every expense to 
better track how MLAs spend 
money, including car allow¬ 
ances. 

“I’m not running for any 
perks. I'm running to serve 
you,” Bearchell said. 

When asked about how their 
respective parties would pro¬ 
tect property rights, the can¬ 
didates said they believe that 
landowners’ rights should be 
protected. 

“We would treat Albertans 
as the true owners of the 
land," Adamchick said. 

“The premier is committed 
to (reviewing the land bills),” 
Bearchell said. 

“We will work to fix the 
most egregious parts of Bill 
36,” Cooper said, noting that 
Wildrose would also repeal 
Bill 24. 

All of the candidates said 
they support both kindergar¬ 
ten to Grade 12 schools as 
well as post-secondary educa¬ 
tion.

Bearchell said the PCs are 
committed to building 200 
new schools in the next five 
years. He said Alberta has the 
best education system in the 
world. 

“Our (education) plan will 
see us through this difficult 
time," he said. 

Cooper said the last place 
the government should be 
cutting spending during an 
economic downturn is post¬ 
secondary education. 

Norman said the NDP would 
maintain education funding. 
He said that students are the 
future of Alberta’s economy, 
“and the only way to (sup¬ 
port) that is fund that." 

Adamchick said the Alberta 
Party would maintain edu¬ 
cation funding and cut else¬ 
where. 

Asked what the parties 
would do to address income 
disparity. Cooper said 
Wildrose believes in encour¬ 
aging entrepreneurs to create 
businesses and jobs. He said 
while his party will support 
the most vulnerable people 
in Alberta, Wildrose doesn’t 
believe in broad-based gov¬ 
ernment programs to support 
income equality. 

Norman said the NDP sup¬ 
ports the creation of more 
high-paying jobs and more 
value-added components 
to various industries rather 
than shipping raw resources 
out of province. He said the 
NDP would initiate a royalty 
review and act on the recom¬ 


mendations that came from it. 

Bearchell said NDP poli¬ 
cies have been proven not to 
work. He said a royalty review 
is not necessary and should 
not take place. 

In summing up their posi¬ 
tions, the candidates said vot¬ 
ers have a tough decision to 
make. Bearchell said when 
the election was called, he ini¬ 
tially thought the main issue 
was the economy. But he said 
it’s about who will deliver on 
their promises. 

“1 hope my experience ... 
earns your trust," he said. 

Norman said he believes the 
common-sense NDP approach 
is what is needed, rather than 
more PC MlAs who focus on 
themselves. He said the NDP 
values health care and educa¬ 
tion. 

“What we really are look¬ 
ing at here are choices. Let’s 
allow those who haven’t been 
contributing to the economy 
to allow them to contribute,” 
he said. 

Adamchick said the prov¬ 
ince faces several challenges 
ahead, but he said Albertans 
are resourceful people. 

“We face challenges, but it’s 
nothing we can’t conquer. We 
believe the best idea should 
win," he said. 

Cooper said the upcoming 
vote is about principles, not 
partisanship. 

“We can choose a smaller, 
focused government. It’s time 
that we put principles ahead 
of politics."

ing. Olthrop said to be 
proficient in all tech¬ 
niques, however, fur¬ 
ther training in incident 
command training, first 
aid and cardiopulmo¬ 
nary resuscitation is 
required, in addition 
to having a criminal 
record check and a vul¬ 
nerable sector check.

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Council makes 
changes to charter

Council members adopted changes to the charter 
for municipal co-operation during their meeting on 
April 25. 

The changes include who will chair the committee, 
where and when committee members will meet and 
the voting rights of members of the committee. 

The charter sets out parameters for co-operation 
between Didsbury, Carstairs and Cremona on a vari¬ 
ety of common issues amongst the municipalities. 

Didsbury council members approved the charter at 
the Dec. 9, 2014 meeting. 

Mayor Rick Mousseau said the idea for the charter 
was for the three municipalities to share resources 
and lower costs to the municipalities for service 
provision. The municipalities could share items such 
as utilities software, information technology services 
and any other services that the municipalities pro¬ 
vide in which economies of scale could be reached. 

“The governments might look on (co-operation) 
favourably,” Mousseau said. 

Mousseau said that while the charter only involves 
Didsbury, Carstairs and Cremona at the present time, 
it could be expanded to include other municipalities 
within the Mountain View County area at a later date 
if those municipalities wish to join. Mousseau said 
the three municipalities that are currently part of the 
charter began talking amongst themselves after the 
Municipal Area Partnership fell into inactivity.

Canada’s tax system requires simplification

Filed your taxes yet? You have 
until May 5 at midnight. After that, 
according to the federal govern¬ 
ment, you’re officially in arrears. 

Unfortunately, due to Canada’s 
increasingly complex tax system, 
Canadians today face greater chal¬ 
lenges filing their taxes than they 
did just 20 years ago. Things have 
gotten a lot more complicated. 

For instance, consider the actu¬ 
al legislation - the federal Income 
Tax Act - which is literally grow¬ 
ing in size. 

As noted in a recent Fraser 
Institute study, between 1990 and 
2014, the act’s text area (the num¬ 
ber of pages multiplied by the 
size of the pages) increased by 
62 per cent—from 974,050 cm2 to 
1,575,537 cm2. 

It’s important to consider text 
area because, while the number 
of pages declined slightly (by four 
per cent), the size of the pages 
increased 69 per cent over the 
same period. 

Here's an idea If you were to lay 
out all the pages of the act side by 


side, you’d cover the same area as 
40 king-size beds. Or 38 Ping-Pong 
tables. 

From 2001 to 2011, the federal 
personal income tax guide, which 
includes information and instruc¬ 
tion intended to help tax prepar¬ 
ers, actually increased in size by 
25 per cent - to 70 from 56 pages. 

Why are these numbers impor¬ 
tant? 

Because each new page, each 
new addition, can add to the com¬ 
plexity of Canada’s tax system. 
And the more complex the sys¬ 
tem, the more difficult - and often, 
more costly - that system is to 
navigate. 

Today, Canadian families and 
businesses incur significant costs, 
above and beyond what they 
already pay in taxes, to merely 
comply with the tax system. They 
spend time and money collecting 
and organizing tax receipts, and 
working with accountants. 

And remember, these costs add 
no value to society. They don’t 
pay for new factories or new 
machinery or new jobs. They don’t 
improve lives through investments 


in education or training. And they 
certainly don’t increase living 
standards - in fact, they reduce 
incomes and the time available for 
family and friends. 

Most disturbing, perhaps, is that 
Canada’s tax compliance costs 
fall disproportionately on lower- 
income Canadians who pay the 
highest share of their income to 
comply with the tax system. 

Similarly, on the business front, 
smaller businesses pay a higher 
cost (as a share of revenues) to 
comply with the tax system than 
larger Canadian businesses. 

In short, our complex tax sys¬ 
tem imposes costs on those least 
able to afford them. 

Paradoxically, there’s also an 
increased cost to government. 
As the tax system grows more 
dense, the government can spend 
more time and money managing 
it, which, of course, may translate 
into more costs for taxpayers. 

So what's the solution? 

Simply put, simplify it.

It’s no fun being 
an Albertan

According to Statistics Canada, Alberta ranked sev¬ 
enth overall in life satisfaction with Prince Edward 
Island and Saskatchewan ranking No. 1 and No. 2. 
Edmonton is ranked 30th and Calgary 23rd among 
33 Canadian cities, in terms of life satisfaction in the 
most recent survey measuring Canadian happiness. 

Hard to believe, isn’t it? After all, at $84,390, 
Alberta has the highest per capita income in the 
nation. 

Now look at these figures: 

• One in five working Albertans (20 per cent) earns 
less than a living wage ($ 15/hour). 

• The average Alberta household debt is $124,838, 
adding strain to family life and unnecessary stresses 
on the health-care system. 

• 21.1 per cent of Albertans experience of lot of 
stress in their lives (Alberta ranked 10th among the 
provinces and territories), with Newfoundland being 
the least stressed province (15.2 per cent experience 
stress). 

• Only 63.6 per cent of Albertans felt a strong sense 
of belonging to their community. That placed us 
12th, just ahead of lowest-ranked Quebec. Nunavut 
has the highest sense of belonging. 

Let’s not forget our unfunded social and human 
capital liabilities, either. Our First Nations, for exam¬ 
ple, are living in poverty and hopelessness with high 
rates of suicide. 

Today, in the midst of another provincial election, 
maybe it is time to move on to a new aspirational 
vision for Alberta. It would be based on individual 
and collective “happiness,” using our abundant natu¬ 
ral assets (oil, gas, agricultural land, forests and 
clean water), our human capital, our social capital 
(relationships, trust) and our entrepreneurial spirit 
to build a better, more just economy. 

But using a well-being-based investment approach 
to governing the province would require establishing 
a new strategic vision for the future. 

Maybe the past can offer us some guidance. 

When Peter Lougheed was elected premier in 
1971, he led his team with a new vision for Alberta 
that included championing the oil and gas industry 
and developing the oilsands. But his vision also 
included collecting a fair share of royalties based on 
the value of oil and gas sales and putting aside 30 
per cent or more of this money in Alberta’s Heritage 
Savings and Trust Fund. He did this to ensure 
Albertans received an appropriate return on equity 
for our natural resources. 

During the Lougheed years, royalties on oil and gas 
averaged 27 per cent of their value. Unfortunately, 
beginning in 1985 the rate of return to Albertans 
from oil and gas sales has been steadily falling, 
reaching its lowest level during Alison Redford’s 
tenure. 

The Alberta government (as do all governments 
in Canada) currently operates without a balance 
sheet, so my first recommendation would be that 
we conduct a review of the real total wealth held 
by the province. That review will give us the tools 
to properly manage our natural capital and optimize 
our human and social capital assets as well. It could 
be a game-changer for the province. 

Given the present unhappy state of our province’s 
well-being, I encourage all Albertans to ask their 
candidates during the provincial election if they 
would support an economy of well-being that would 
create a much better future for our children and 
grandchildren.

Municipal tax 
rate frozen

Town of Didsbury residents won’t see a rate 
increase on municipal taxes in 2015, thanks to coun¬ 
cil members passing the suggested budget during 
their April 28 meeting. 

But residents could still see an increase on their 
tax bill if the assessed value of their property went 
up in 2015. 

The town has set a budget of $12,773,788 with 
$6,134,132 to be raised through taxes. The remainder 
will come through revenue, grants and transfers. 

Nita Barthalow, the town’s chief financial officer, 
told councillors at the meeting that since the pro¬ 
visional budget was passed in December 2014, she 
made a few adjustments to the budget, but was 
able to dip into the town’s contingency fund for the 
increased expenses so that tax rates wouldn’t be 
affected. 

Back in December, council heard that putting a 
rubber membrane on the roof of the town office/ 
library would cost $40,000 to stop leaks that occa¬ 
sionally happen. But Barthalow revised that repair 
bill to $60,000. 

An unexpected repair to the train station will also 
need to be made in 2015, costing the town $10,000. 
A car that town staff use to attend conferences also 
had to be replaced at a cost of $13,200, Barthalow 
said. 

“The bottom line didn’t change,” she said. 

While commercial assessment for 2015 went 
down slightly, the community’s overall assessment 
increased by $32 million to $544,385,090. 

Mayor Rick Mousseau said he was pleased that 
administration worked so diligently to bring in a bud¬ 
get that didn’t include a tax rate increase this year. 

“It is good (to have a rate freeze),” he said.
